Intituled, An Ordinance of the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, 
N of For Raiſing and-Maintaining of Forces for the Defence of the Kingdom, under the 
Command of Sir THomas Fairrax Knight; It ts Oꝛdained that there ſhall be 
leverall Sums of money, Taxed, Levied and paid, foꝛ the maintenance of the ſaid 

_ Army, and charges incident thereunto, by a monethly Aleſſment, to continue foꝛ 
ten moneths, from the firſt day of February, 1644. untill the firſt day of December next 
following, 1645. upon the City of London, and the ſeverall Counties of Middleſex, Eſ- 
-ſex, Suffolke, Norfolke, the City of Norwich, Lincoln, Hertford; and upon the Ille of Ely, 
the Counties of Cambridge, Huntington, Kent; and upon the City of Canterbury, and the 
Cinque Poꝛts; upon the Counties of Surrey, Suſſex, Derby, Rutland, Warwick, Leice- 
ſer, Northampton, and Bedford. Be it oꝛdaineb, and it is oꝛdained by the Lords aud 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, That the ſaid Oꝛdinance, and every clauſe 
therein contained, the ſeverall Taxes and payments therein expꝛeſled, and the 
power and Authoꝛity thereby given and appointed to all and every the Committees 
and perſons. oꝛ any of them named oꝛ mentioned in the ſatd Oꝛdinance, ſhall endure 
and have continuance foꝛ ũx moneths longer, from the ſaid firſt day of December, 1645. 
untill the firſt day of June, 1646. to all intents and purpoſes, as it the ſaid Oꝛdinance 
had been at firſt made to have continuance fo: ſixteen moneths from the ſaid firft day 


of February, 1644.
